/ Foreword 


he Foreign Missions Conference in accordance with its constitution recognizes 
the complete sutonomy of ali its member boards, naturally including determination. of 
the form end extent of their participstion in cooperative processes. The principle 
of cooperation may be and is applied in a wide variety of ways, ranging from denom- 
inational administration in accordance wita interdenominational agreements all the 
way to joint administration of cooperative projects by a united egency set up by the 
cooperating boards. The constitution states: "The influence and usefulness of the 
Conference will depend upon the thorougmess of its investigations, the soundness of 
its methods of procedure, and the rezsonableness of its conclusions end recommenda- 
tions." (Article III, Section 2.) 


Upen the basis of this understanding, the Foreign Missions Conference in Annual 
Meeting assembled adopts es high priorities for the guidance of its committees the 
principles anc proposals which follow and recommends them for adoption by member 
boards also for incorporaticn in their own policies and progrems as well es in the 
processes of cooperstion. 


GENERAL PRINCIPLES 


oreipn Missions Conference for formuleting e prend strates; 





Responsibility of the F 
for foreign missions 





Strategy is the marshaling of availeble resources so that they may be employed 
at the time and place end uncer the conditions which will give grentest advantage in 
obtaining one's objective. Grend strategy for foreign missions is the worldwide 
allocation and deployment of ell avsiloble resources so that they may extend most 
speedily the membership of the church of Christ among all peoples and realize most 
speedily the kingdom cf God in ane through that membership, in order to achieve the 
purpose cof Ged who would reconcile the world tc Himself so thet all men may be saved 
and come to the knowledge of His truth. While the ultimate responsibility for grand 
strategy must rest with the whole church of Christ, 


it is a mejor responsibility of the Foreign Missions Conference of North America 
to face the task as a whole, tc seek to contribute tc the formulation of grand 
strategy for the church as e whole and particulerly for the Protestant portion 
of it, to offer its contributicn in humility to fellow-members of the Inter- 


national Missionary Council, and to shere in implementing such erand stretegy by 
ra) 


influencing its member boards tc use their total resources in accordance therewith. 





és perts of the process of cooperation 


Regarding all the work of member boards 





In view of the fact that at the present time less than ten per cent of the total 
overseas expenditure of the member boards of the Conference is appropriated to insti- 
tutions and other projects ccoperatively administered and that the remainder of their 
work is administered denomineticnally, 


it is of paremcunt importance that ell member boards regard the work adminis- 
tered dencminaticnally as also parts of the single ccoperative enterprise of the 


Foreign Missions Conference. This means that in cll their planning and execution, 


they will conduct the werk which they contrcl exclusively, end do their utmost 


ot 


to influence the national churches with whom they share control to conduct the 
joint work, not only in @ spirit of comity but also with the recognition and 
practice of responsibility as trustces for the use of all the spiritual, per- 
sonal end material resources entrusted to them by God in the ways best calcu- 
lated to promote the entire work carried on by all the member boards of the 
Conference. 


Emphesizing the need for a Christian United States and a Christian Canada _in order 


to save the. world 


In view of the fects thet the spirituel end economic losses of the Christian 
churches in Europe during the second world wer have pleced added responsibilities for 
the Christisnization of the world upon the United Stetes and Canada, end that within 
our two countries in spite of the increase in the proportion of church membership to 
population there is clear evidence that personal Christionity is increasingly character- 
ized by shallower experience, less practice of the presence of God, less strorp con- 
victions concerning Christien ethical imperatives, nnd Less concern for those who 
heave not found the Christian way of life, 


it is imperetive thet the Foreign Missions Conference make it ciear that it be- 
lieves thet the revitalization of the Christian life of our two countries is a 
matter of orimary importence for the maintenance and spread of the Christien way 
of life everywhere. It therefore apsecals to the churches in North America and 
their agencies for work in the home lands to take every possible measure to meet 
their responsibility for Christirnizing the people of our two countries and their 
corporete life, and «liso to give still more serious consideretion to weys and 
meens of climineting racial discriminetion within end without the church, the 
habit of placing personal gain shead of the common welfore in industrial rela- 
tions, the prectice of maintaining « high standard of living without reference 
to the necessities of other peoples, unnecesserily elaborate church and insti- 
tutionsl buildings, wasteful duplicetion in church ond mission progrems in city 
and country, secterien rivelry and cll other prictices which ere unchristian in 
spirit end therefore hinder the growth of Christ's kingdom oversees as well es 
at home. 


GENERAL POLICIES RECOMMENDED TO MEMBER BOARDS 





Cooperation in restonin 
worldwide missions 





the Protestant church life of Eurcpe as a home base for 


In view of the facts that the postwer situation in Europe threatens the future 
service of the Protestant churches of Europe as a heme bese fer worldwide missions 
and thet these churches are locking to North Americe for assistance in the reheabili- 
tation of their church life, 


it is of immediate importance that the member boards of the Conference, directly 
or through their appropriate denominatienal channels, cooperate in every poss sible 
way with their sister churches in Europe, particularly by utilizing the facili- 
ties for interdencmineticnal, non-sectarian assistance provided by the Ccnfer- 
ence's agent in the field of relief and reconstruction, Church Werld Service Inc. 


Cocneration with governments end privete agencies in welfare programs 





In view cf the suvericr financial resources of many governments and some 
private agencies, the shortage of well-trained specialists te carry cut the exten- 
sive pregrems for social and econemic improvement to which those governments are 
committed, and the desire cf many such governments to utilize Christian specialists 
in their progrems, 


it is of very greet impertance that the Christian church and its agencies give 
prectical ccoperntion to such governments and agencies by: 

1. Meking avaiiabie existing personnel fcr use by governments whenever such per- 
sons can thereby render the largest end most multiplying service; 

2. Strengthening educeticnal and training programs in crder to furnish many 
additional Christian specialists tc serve in government programs; and 

3. Relating church Ay ograms for social and economic improvement (including pub- 
lic health) ne Similer government and private programs in the most constructive 
menner possible in each given situation.

Pushing large scale movements toward Christianity in primitive cultures 





In view -f the facts that in the history of the church large scale movements 
toward Christianity among pecple cf primitive cultures, often in family or tribal 
groups, when accompanied by devout and thorough teeching in Christian feith and 
practice, have done much toward a sound increase cf the werld Christian community, 
end that there are still millions of such people in Latin America, Africa, India and 
elsewhere whose primitive culture is Tikely shortly te bé displaced by an equelly 
pegan and less resvonsive materislistic modern culture tiiless they are first won for 
Christ, 


it is of high strategic importence that every Beard with work among such peoples 
redouble its efforts to secure a mind-set favcrable to Christianity and to in- 
struct these fsvorebly inclined in the cepths cf the riches of the knowledge of 
Christ, so that soundly Christian communities may be developed, eble in their 
turn to win other similar groups to Christ.

Conservin of Christian schocls for the Christian movement 





In view of the very sericus perennial losses to the Christian movement which re- 
sult from its failure to follow up graduates and fcrmer students of Christian schools 
and relate them helpfully to church iife and activities, particulerly in: the cities. 


and larger towns to which they go after they leave school, 


it is of urgent strategic importance that each area committee of the Conference 
make this a matter for serious consultation with their member boerds and their 
reloted Christian Councils overseas, with a view to working out more effective 
means of conserving the Christian faith and service of this invaluable person- 
nel, whether as lay leaders of the church or as salaried participants in church 
enterprises and institutions. 


Continuence of Church World Service Inc. and clarification of its functions in recon- 
struction 


In view of the certainty that great areas of the world will continue to need 
physicel relief for a considerable period, our experience that government programs of 
relief generally require tc be supplemented by more flexible non-political and 
specialized types of relief which private agencies cen best render, the imperative 
demand of the Christian conscience th:.t North America shall share its abundence with 
those less fortunate, and the denoastreted effectiveness cf the cooperetive plenning 
end ection now being carried on through Church World Service, 


it is cf the utmost importance that Church World Service Inc. be continued;that 
the member boards of the Foreign Missions Conference exert their influence with 
their respective denominations to maintain committees or processes to raise 
funds for relief and reconstruction tc be administered through Church World 
Service; that they make it a policy that requests for the services of their 
missioneries for relief work under the cuspices of organizations related to 
Church World Service shall rank as of ot leest equal importance with other types 
of Christian service within the missions; snd that the Foreign Missions Confer- 
ence join the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America end the 
American Committee for the World Council of Churches in euthcrizing Church World 
Service to initiate a study of the relationships of the reconstruction program 
of church world service to the ongoing world mission of the church and also an 
effort to define an inclusive program with an aggregate financial goal, with 
clear determination of which portions of that program should be administered 
unitedly and which should be finenced end administered within the total coordi- 
nated program either denominationelly or by interdenominetional church agencies 
overseas.

jects already initiated by the committees of the 


Conference 


The Conference recognizes that there are many projects and programs which have 
been initiated by its Committees or by similer interdenominetional committees related 
to the Conference. The specific proposels far ection which follow assume the impor- 
tance of these undertakings already under way or projected, which are enumerated 
separately; but 


it is highly important that the member boerds of the Conference and other 
friends cooperate in making possible carrying through to completion projects and 
continuing programs clready approved. he projects which follow supplement or 
develop them further. 


Developing a complete Christien wniversity for Japan 





In view of the facts that present conditions in Japan call for Christian states- 
manship of the highest order, that the Christian churches of Japan have long been 
calling for such strengthening of the Christian program of higher education as will 
give graduates of Christian universities preparation equal to that of graduates of 
government universities, and that both the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America and the Foreign Missions Conference heve endorsed the proposal of Chris- 
tian leaders in the city of Richmond, Virginia, that there be erected in Japan a 
suitable institution to symbolize the ebiding good will of the Christian people of 
North America toward the people of Japan, 


the Foreign Missions Conference of North America calls upon its member boards, 
the denominetions they represent, and all Christian people of the United States 
and Canada to respond to the appeal cf the Committee for a Christian University 
in Japan for a sacrificial outpouring of gifts that will make possible the 
erection and initial endowment of a Christian University in Japan to supplement 
and complete the work of existing Christian universities and colleges end at the 
same time tc demonstrate the concern of the donors for the highest welfare of the 
Japanese people in their effort tc rebuild national life upon sound foundation. 


A _ study of strategy with reference tc the spread of Marxian philosophy and Soviet 
expansionism 


In view of the facts that at the present time there is a steadily increasing ad- 
herence to the materialistic faith of Marxian philosophy, fostered by the expansion 
of the influence of the U.S.S.R. by militery conquest, political coercion and able 
propaganda, and that that faith is basically anti-religious end anti-Christian, 


it is imperative that the Committee of Reference and Counsel provide for an ade- 
guate study of the facts ccncerning its spread and equally of those unchristian 
social and economic conditions which predispose people to its acceptance, and 
also provide for the formulation of a Christien program which shall be adequate 
to meet Marxian propeganda on the ideological level and at the same time shall 
work intelligently and courageously for the uplift of the people whose injustices 
and sufferings incline them to accept the wholly materialistic salvation offered 
by Merxian communism. 


Further measures to establish right reletionships with the program of the United 


Nations 





In view of the recognized fect that the Christian movement ercund the world 
must teke a major part in supplying « sclic foundetion for understanding and support 
of the purposes of the United Naticns and because progress in international good will 
depends upon individuals end their mutual trust end appreciation of each cther, 


jt is of high importance, that in additicn to the responsibility already pleced 
upon the Committee on Internaticnal Relaticns and on Werld Peace fcr working out 
ways of providing thet foundeticn through its relationships with the Christian 
ercups in other nations, the three following specific steps be taken: 


1. That a packet of material for missicnaries be prepared, giving basic infor- 
mation end directing attenticn to arees of work where. cooperation is possible 
and necessary; 


2. Thet the Missionary Personnel Committee urge all missionary training centers 
to include in their curricule a study of the implicaticns of the United Nations 
end its related crgens for the work of the Christian movement overseas; and 


3. That the Committee on World Literacy and Christian Literature move ehead in 
the preparation cf its primer on the United Nations for the use cf the newly 
literate. 


Strengthening the salaried leadership of the church 

In view cof the fact that in many missicn areas the concern for self-support of 
the church and the resulting low standards cf support for a salaried ministry have 
resulted in church leadership which frequently compares unfavorably in both educa- 
tion and Christian perscnality with leaders holding comparable positicns of responsi- 
bility in Christian schccls and hospitals, 


the Conference regards it as of primary importance that the Department cf Social 
and Economic Research end Counsel of the International Missionary Ccuncil, 

under the leadership cf its new director who has speciel ccmpetence in the study 
of this prcoblem, carry cut its plans fcr additicnal stucy of the varied types of 
selaried and unsaleried ministry called for and of the best weys of recruiting 
men andi women for this service, of educating them anc of providing appropriete 
methods of suopert; and that the member boards in carrying cut their postwar 
plans vive serious ccnsideraticn to this problem end to the utilization cf the 
results cf studies already mace and to be made by the Department. 


Better provision for research 


In view of the facts that the develcpment of the world missicn of the church is 
hindered by lack of exact informati:n, of c:mpetent critical appraisal of varying 
methods of work, training, etc., end «f careful studies in the use of newer techniques 
‘in mission work, and that at the present time there is et least a ccnsiderable amount 
of opportunity previded by theological seminaries and other institutions for research 
by missionaries on furlough and missicnary cendidetes, which might be coerdinated into 
a comprehensive and important progrem of reseerch with resultant gains for the cause 
of foreign missions, 


it is highly important that the membcr boards give increased support to the work 
of the new FMC Committee on Research which is responsibie to the Conference for 
supervisicn of the Missicnary Research Librery, for securing contributions to 
the bucget of the Department of Sociel und Economic Research end Counsel of the 
Internetionel Missicnery Council, for advice in the operation of that Department 
end also for promoting other methods cf research with the hope that the Depart- 
ment may serve as e directing and coordinating agent for reseerch in the whole 
field of the world miesion of the church as well as conduct direct research and 
promote the implementetion cf its results. 


sioneries with Technical Training 





In view of the existence of worldwide hunger, disease, ignorsnce, and other 
forms of handicap end suffering and thé’ fect that the Christien.church finds it diffi- 
cult to meet the opportunities to eccoperate with government and seculer private 
agencies in meeting those needs because of the lack of treined personnel, 


it is imperative that high pricrity be given tc the eppointment cf greatly in- 
creased numbers of missicnaries with technicel training adequate to enable them 
to assist backward peoples in raising their standard of living above the mere 
subsistence level, thercby besring witness tc their Master whc fed the hungry, 
heeled the sick and enabled the hendiceapped to resume normal living. The Con- 
ference is convinced thet such en emphesis in foreign mission work will appeal 
to a much greater supporting ccnstituency then is resched at present and to 
hundreds if not theusands of young people with such skills who have a deep and 
rediant Christian expericnce and desire to render Christian service overseas, 
but whe find little olece in the forcign mission program as now carried on; 
urges its member boards to increase the number cf such missionaries, including 
those with egricuiturel training, inectuded in their lists cf authorized appoint- 
ments; ond instructs the Secretarial Council to enlist the assistance of 
Nationel Christian Councils end other agencies or persons overseas in deter- 
mining the most urgent needs and the most welcomed types cf service and meking 
the infcrmaticn availeble to the member boards. 


Enlisting Unofficial Christion Ambassadors Oversees 

In view of the facts thet the number of foreign missionaries is only 2 fraction 
of the total number cf Christians from North Americe who go among cther peoples, and 
that the internetional business operetions of North American firms lergely owned by 
Christians «also play e large part in forming impressions of Christienity emong non- 
Christian peoples, 


it is a metter of urgent importance thet weys and means be found to Christianize 
the impact of all North American enterprises and business personnel upon the 
mission areas in which they operate; and therefore the Committee of Reference 
and Counsel is instructed to take such steps as are necessary, including grant- 
ing the right to raise funds in the same menner as representative cominittees, to 
renrpean tae and strengthen the Committee on Anglo-American Churches so that it 
may assume responsibility for representing the foreign mission boards of North 
America in dealing with all aspects cf this problem. 


rescsing Christien friendliness for foreign students in North America

In view of the facts that in this postwar period adcitionel tens of thousends of 
students end technicel trainees, largely sent by their respective governments, are

coming into North American communities for study end training, thet among them are 
many whe are Christians or have been influenced by Christianity before coming to this 
continent, end that practically ali of them will be influenced strongly either for 

or against Christianity by the impressions they receive here, 


it is highly important that member boards greatly strengthen their support of 
the Committee on Friendly Reletions among Foreign Students, the recognized 
agency of the Conference in this field, by additional appropriations toward its 
budget, by the essignment on selery of missionaries to serve with the Committee 
during part or all of their furloughs, as may be requested by the Committee, and 
by coopereting with the Committee in making the importence of its work end its 
program known among their denominationel leaders end in their local churches.

the Committee of Reference and Counsel is instructed to appoint a Special Com- 
mittee on Southe:.st Asia and the Pacific Islands, which shall consider the obli- 
gations of the m.mber boards of the Conference with reference to postwar needs 
and opportunities in those areas, end shall recommend tc the Committee of Refer- 
ence and Counsel and to the member boards a practicable progra m for strengthen- 


ing the North Americen contribution to the evangelization ¢ or that. entire, area. 
A study of the financing of foreign missions during en infl period 





In view of the fact thet there are many imperetive calls for the expansion of 
their activities by member boards and by the Conference, but thet this is elso a 
period of unprecedentediy large nominel incomes in North Americe es well as cf werld- 
wide inflation which seems likely to be followed at no great distance by deflation and 
greatly reduced actual incomes, 


it is imperative that the Committce of Reference end Counsel provide for a study 
of financial policy in the light of the experience of the past quarter century, 
with specisl reference to the wisdom of making any expansion of the coo oe 
individual boards take place cniy within « ccoperative Poy Sittie ie in compasseable 
areas, so thet not only mey the Lord's funds be used most effectively in pee 
steps, but also the Christian forces in each given area mey be in e situation te 
deal with the total situation collectively cond when necessary make those readjust- 
ments which will be wisest for the whole Christian program in each area.
